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PREFACE. 

The precept given us in God's Word, that 
we should " pray without ceasing/' is one 
which requires some consideration, both 
as to what its meaning may be, and, when 
it is explained, as to the method of ful- 
filling it. 

As regards the first of these points, it is 
evident that the precept is directed rather 
to the frame of mind which it behoves us 
to maintain, than to certain actions which 
it behoves us to perform. It cannot be 
intended that we should always be en- 
gaged in direct acts even of mental prayer ; 
for this were inconsistent with that dili- 
gence in our various callings which is 
explicitly enjoined upon us in other pass- 
ages of Scripture. The meaning must be 
that such a tone of spirit is continually 
to be maintained by us, as may express

As to the best method of fulfilling the 
precept, it will no doubt vary according 
to men's circumstances and dispositio 
The precept lays down a principle, and 
not a rule, of duty ; and one great advan- 
tage o/Aaving- principles and not rules laid 
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down for our guidance is, that whereas 
the latter are unbending, the former admit 
of infinite adaptations to particular cases. 
One man may carry out the principle in 
one form ; another, who is differently situ- 
ated or differently minded, will find it easier 
to secure the same end in a different way. 
It seems to be a condition of the pro- 
gress of society that the lives of men shall 
become more and more busy ones. At 
the present period, certainly, leisure is 
every day becoming among our own 
countrymen a rarer and rarer luxury. 
There is a great eddy of activity and 
competition sweeping through the land, 
and most men are caught up into and 
borne along with it, just as scraps of paper 
and lighter substances are drawn into the 
roaring draught of the fire in some baronial 
chimney. That this state of things has its 
benefits, no thoughtful person will be dis- 
posed to deny.

tercession, Thanksgiving, and Praise, — 
however desirable in certain cases, are not 
suitable to their circumstances. Those 
circumstances seem to require very short 
forms, in which prayer shall be, as it were, 
broken up into its component parts, and 
distributed among the various hours of the 
day. In order to meet this demand in my 
own case, I have compiled the following 
Manual, and in the hope that it may be a 
help to others, whose wants are the same, 
I venture to publish it.

our daily business, which cannot be 
transacted holily or happily without 
them. But our duty to God is not 
satisfied by merely remembering Him 
ever and anon, and lifting up our hearts 
to Him in the midst of our work. We 
must also consecrate to Him some 
portion of our time, — the principle this of 
the Fourth Commandment. And stated 
Prayer (as distinct from ejaculatory) be- 
comes, without a form, almost an impos- 
sibility in a very busy life. While we are 
collecting our thoughts for our prayer, the 
time has slipped away in which it has to 
be offered. It is to furnish helps for the 
stated prayers of persons heavily engaged 
that this Manual has been compiled. Nor 
must it be forgotten that unless some such 
periods of stated Prayer (however short) 
be maintained, ejaculatory prayer will 
soon evaporate. The frame of mind in 
which ejaculatory pia.-^et s-^xyk^.^ ^sst*^ 
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spontaneously is no very easyai 
— nay, it is a high state of spirituality. 
And ordinary persons, to arrive at such an 
eminence, must avail themselves of step- ! 
ping-stones, and must gently force them- | 
selves ever and anon into that attitude of 
mind, which is but too often relaxed amid 
the hurry of business and the press of 
engagements. 

The fulfilling of God's commandment 
should be one of our chief motives in the 
inquiry how we may learn to "pray with- 
out ceasing," But a subordinate in- 
ducement is the rich reward, which would 
no doubt attend upon such an eminent 
attainment. Peace — we shall never know 
what perfect peace is, until we know what 
it is to pray without ceasing. Any rupture 
of communion with God, any derangement 
of the mind by passion, distrust of God's 
love, fretfulness, yielding of the will to 
temptation, or by simple unguatdedness, 
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is so far forth a forfeiture of 
let it be thought that in a life 
ours peace is an impossible 
It is not so.

The forms in this Manual are compiled 
principally from the inimitable Preces 
Privates of Bishop Andrewes, the know- 
ledge of which cannot be too widely 
spread. I have taken the liberty of ex- 
panding and enlarging upon some of the 
more concise petitions which occur in the 
Preces. 

The metrical hymns are borrowed from 
the Christian Year, from Doddridge, 
Canon Ford, and Bishop Trower's version 
of the Psalms. And Archdeacon Sand- 
ford's beautiful work, Vox Cordis, fur- 
nished me with the form for the Ninth 
Hour of Wednesday, a fragment of the 
" Litany of Jesus." 

As to the principle on which the Manual 
has been constructed, it is presumed that 
in the forms used at rising, retiring to rest, 
and midnight, no variety will be required. 
These will be the same on every day in 
the week.

stands in the same relation to Christian 
Prayer as that in which the Sermon on 
the mount stands to Christian Precept, 
and the Prophecy on the mount to Chris- 
tian Prophecy* It is the exhaustive sum- 
mary of all that we need to ask ; and there 
is no legitimate petition, which may not 
find its place under one or other of its com- 
prehensive clauses. 

We begfin then by presenting it to the 
reader in the original (according to St. 
Matthew), and in a literal translation of 
it. Prefixed to it are the introductory 
words, with which our Lord prefaces it in 
St. Luke's Gospel (ch. xi. 2), and which 
seem to imply that the Prayer is to be 
used as a form; while affixed are the 
words, with which it is introduced in the 
Sermon on the Mount (St Matt. vi. 9), 
and which bids us make it the model and 
rule of our prayers, praying ** after this 
manner.^

4. The whole of the first stanza is a 
prayer for the future blessings of the 
Kingdom of the Messiah ; the whole of 
the second for the blessings of the pre- 
sent Age. 

5. Each line ends with the same letter 
as the one parallel to it, in which respect 
the Prayer is somewhat similar to the 
Acrostic Psalms."
